In a meeting of the chamber di- 
rectors last night, action was tak- 
en that may result in the holding 
of a local community program in 
conjunction with the rodeo, which 
annually brings thousands to this 
vicinity. Avery S. Allen, secre- 
tary, was directed to work with the 
patrol leaders immediately and it 
is expected steps will be taken 
soon to make some plans for a 


‘local celebration. 


It is recognized that the patrol- 
men’s rodeo is a factor in ad- 


-vertising the city and the cham- 
‘ber is seeking to be of service in 


sponsoring the 1936 event and the 
other rodeos to follow. The rodeo 
is held annually by the patrolmen 
as a means of getting money for 
a fund to assist the widows and 
orphans of the members killed or 
injured while on duty. 

Lyle Sanard is director of the 
patrolmen’s division and he is al- 
ready making plans for the event 
to be held at the Lone Hill arena 
this fall. 

Nature of the program that may 
be presented by the city has not 
been planned but as the result of 
last night’s action by the cham- 
ber directors steps will be taken 
looking to that event and in giv- 
ing the patrolmen the fullest pos- 
sible cooperation.

| Lincoln’s Death | 
| Sean Scanned by Group | 





Claas that must have been ex- 
periented by the nation on the 
death of Abraham Lincoln ‘April! 
15, 1865, and by the surrender of 
General Lee on that same day was 
partially realized by a group of 
students in Mrs. Alice Haldane’s 
junior business training class at 
Chaffey high school Friday. 

The students read from the Cin- 
cinnati Daily Gazette of that date. 

Two bound volumes of that 
newspaper for the years of 1863, 
1864 and 1865 were recently dis- 
covered in a discarded trunk pur- 
chased at a bargain price at an 
Ontario warehouse. The students 
perused the papers through the 
courtesy of Richard Miner, a for- 
mer Chaffey student, who showed 
them to the class before taking 
the volumes to the Huntington li- 
brary for disposal. It was report- 
ed the papers had a value as relics 
of $75. 

The newspapers contained the 
first news and all details of Abra- 
ham Lincoln’s death. He died 
April 15, 1865, at 22 minutes after 
7 o'clock. The papers did not have 
any streamer headlines, pictures 
or comics. Editorials were print- 
ed on the first page.

As the result of his efforts while 
acting captain, members of the 
motor patrol have arrested scores 
of persons for traffic violations 
and have warned many scores of 
others.
